The Cmiyfipitaka 
is the only work of the Pali c.uion in which a brief and 
systematic account of it is given. It is a valuable 
contribution which ought to be studied carefully in order 
to be thoroughly acquainted with the biography of the 
Buddha Gautama.

book * Akatti was meditating in a forest. As

Dhanaftjaja TO y a \ elephant, the presence of which in a 
country brings copious rain. Dhanahjaya gave in 
charity the elephant to them for the attainment of bodhi. 

Sudassana was the king of KusavutT. He thrico 
declared that he would sitisfy the desire of everybody,* 
when communicated to him. -Hungry and 
a ufsoa. thiisty people ns well as those in need of 
garlands, unguents, clothes, wooden slippers, etc., cafiio 
to him and lie fulfilled their desires. In many parts of 
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^dijp/dfthgdom, arrangements were made to offer charities 
The chanties made b) him with a view to the attainment 
of bodlu, wero unparalleled

the same dliamma and same sisnnn 1 ho king forcibly 
took away the woman but Culabodhi patiently calmed Ins 
anger for the attainment of silaparaml 

Bodlmatta was born as a king of the buffaloes 
living m a forest He was horrible to look at, stout and 
strong and bulky He used to lie down 
m shims* r5j» everywhere according to his will In a nice 

place m the forest, he used to Ii\ e A monkey camo 
there and troubled him much A yakkha advised him to 
kill the monkey but he did not pay attention to his word, 
because the observance of the piecepts might he 
disturbed 

In a beautiful place neir the banks of the Ganges 
there was a deer named Burn TurUim up a person 
being oppressed by bis mastei jumped from 
Rom m s» flje spot, not caring for Ins life The person 
bem" carried by tlic current came to the deer who took 
him to Ins abode The deer asked him not to disclose the 
spot where lie was lmng He promised not to do so but 
he left the place and soon came back with the king for 
profit The deer saul everything to the king who* was 
going to kill the person for Ins treacherous conduct The 
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deer came to the rescue of the person with the result tlmt 
the deer was killed with the arrow thrown by the king. 

A Jatila named ililtauga was a very pious 
hermit. Ho used to live on the banks of the Ganges 
Mi n ■» with a brahmin. The brahmin out of 
jealousy cursed the Jatila that In's head 
would be broken. The hermit was very pious and 
faultless. The curse was therefore effective in the case 
of the brahmin and the hermit sacrificed his own life and 
saved the brahmin. 

A yakkha named Dlmmma was endowed with 
miraculous powers and compassionate to all. He was 
always engaged in pei forming ten virtuous 
Bh *devapuua 1ma deeds and instiuctiog others to do so. He 
used to travel from place to place with 
his retinue. Another yakkha named Adhamma used to 
travel from place to place instructing people to commit 
ten kinds of sins. One day both of them met each other 
on the way and quarrelled. Dhamma for the fulfilment 
of sllapvraml did. not quarrel with him and allowed him 
to pass.

Bodhisatta was bora in a Ksitriya family consisting 
of seven brothers and sisters. Parents, brothers, sisters 
and companions ashed him to marry and 
lead a honsehold life but he renounced 
the world for the attainment of bodhi. 

In the city of 11 rah mavadd liana, Bodhisatta was 
born in a very rich famity, Parents and relatives asked 
him to enjoy worldly pleasures but he did 
not hear them and renounced the worldly 

Hfo for bodhi. 

Bodhisatta was born ns a monkey-king living in 
a cave on the banks of a river where a crocodile who was 
waiting to catch hold of him invited him to come to him, 
Yitnarinda said, “You open your mouth, I 
am coming.” Then the monkey-king 
jumped over his head and fell on the other side of the 
river. This he did for the sake of truth. 

When the Bodhisatta whs born as a hermit named 
Saccasavhaya, lie asked the people to speak the 
Sacwsaibaja. truth. Ho effected the unity of the people 
by means of truth. 

Bodhisatta was born as a young quail, his parents 
left him in the nest and went away for food. At this 
time there was a forest fire. He could not fly as Ins 
wings were undeveloped. He asked the fire to extinguish 
itself as his parents were not in the nest 
atfapouka, ftn( j j, e a [s. 0 W as unable to move. Ho 

acquired much merit in the previous bhtlis and hence the 
fire became extinguished due to the influence of this 
truth. 

Bodhisatta was born as a fish king in n big pond. 
Crows, vultures, cranes and other bipeds were always 
troubling his relatives. So he thought of savin» his 

relatives but finding no means, he made im

ins mind to save them by truth. He said 
that as far as lio could remember, he never willing

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killed any being. By this truth he prayed for .rain. 
Soon there was a heavy rain and lands high and low were 
overflooded, fishes went away hither and thither and the 
nests of birds wero destroyed. 

Bodhisatta was born as a sage named KaijhadlpiV 
yana. He used to live unknown and free from attach- 
ment. A fellow brahmacarl named Slnfldavya came to 
liis hermitage with his wife and son. The 
son irritated a snake which hit him. His 
parents became overwhelmed with grief. Knnlmdlpflyana 
did not do any harm to the angry snake. He saved the 
son and liis parents were relieved. 

Bodhisatta was bom as a king named Sutasoma 
who was attacked by a demon. The demon told the king 
that if he could freo him, then one hundred Ksatriyas 
who were seized and brought for the sacri- 

Sutasoiui. 

fice would be sent to him. The king said 
that he would again come to him. The king then 
abandoned his wealth and returned to the demon. For 
the sake of truth the king spared his life. 

■When the Bodhisatta was living in a forest as 
one named Sama and used to practise meditation on 
metta, Inda’ sen± to liiin a lion and a tiger to test him. 
„ He was not frightened by the ferocious

animals which surrounded him while lie 
was practising meditation on mettil (friendliness) nor did 
he betray any fear befote others. 

Bodhisatta was born as a famous king named 
Ekaiaja. He used to obsewe piece pis and instructed liis 
subjects to do so. He used to perform ten good deeds 
and caused bis subjects to do so. He sup- 
ported a great multitude by offering four 
requisites. A king named Dabbasena attacked liis capital 
and looted bis kingdom. Bkaraja always desired fnettiv

o the enemy although the enemy in his presence cut 
off his ministers, subjects find seized his wife and son. 

Bodhisattn was born as Mahaiomalmmsa. In the 
cemetery, ho used to lie down on a bed made of (he hones
